ANCIENT GREEK SCULPTURE 


Art Otmparvd by HoUd 


Sculptor with That of Our 


Own D«y. 


THE VERY FIRST MATCH. 


(BTtnt«d by John Walker, aa 


iiah Druftfiit, in the 


1827. 


An article on Greek versut modern 


sculpture which Mr. William Ordway 
Partridge contribute* to "Brush and 
P«neil" is interesting because the au- 
thor, being himself a sculptor, know* 
whereof he writes. He rinds modern 
art loo conscious—"never unconscious" 
IB bis expression—whereas the Greeks 
carved their souls in marble, expressed 
ideas rather than actions. the result 
belli? "the splendid simplicity before 
which we bow to-day, as well as the 
perfect blitheneea and sanity of which 
\Vinkelniann speaks." 


Tiie author also refers to tbe Greek 


reverence for the nude, which is some- 
ining quite different from pandering 10 
coarse and vulgar taste. To the Greek 
sculptor the nude form was the most 
bold and perfect thing In the world, 
the home of the immortal spirit. But 
in ike greatest period of Greek art ihe 
figure seldom i* found treated entirely 
nude, for the reason that the Greek 
discovered that drapery, properly han- 
dled, enhanced the beauty of the figur* 
and helped out its action. He did not 
scruple 10 take much poetic license 
with drapery, as. for Instance, in the 
Elgin marbles and the figures of the 
frie?efi. 
Greek drapery eddies about 


the limbs of the figure as the water 
of a brook eddies about a stone. 


It is interesting to note that, differ- 


ent as are the results, the sculptors of 
ancient Greece 
worked, technically 


speaking, precisely like the sculptor* 
of tr.-day. Tbe fine marks on the mar- 
ble stow that the statues were "point- 
ed up" exactly as ours to-day. Point- 
ing up is a technical phrase. It refers 
to the delicate process of measuring 
the marble replica of the clay or plas- 
ter model and testing the accuracy ol 
the copy by pencil marks and a fine 
needle in a little measuring machine 
The needle leaves Infinitesimal marks 
in the surface—hence the origin of tbe 
phrase "pointing up." "In this 'and 
other technical 
directions the art o'f 


sculpture Is plied to-day as it was in 
the days of Pbilias and Praxiteles," is 
Mr. Partridge's Interesting comment.

The druggist uad 
discovered the first friction-chemical 
match, the kind we use to-day, 
it in 


called friction-chemical because it in 
road* by mixing certain chemicals to- 
gether and rubbing them.' 
Although 


Walker's match did not require the bot- 
tle of acid, it nevertheless was uot a go nl 
one. 
It could lx- lighted only by hard 


rubbing, and it sputtered and threw fiie 
in all directions. 
In a few years, how- 


ever, phosphorus was substituted on tli« 
tip for antimony, and the change worked 
wonders. The match could now be light- 
ed with very little rubbing, and it was 
no longer necessary to have- sandpaper 
upon which to rub it. It would ignite 
when rubber on any dry surface, and 
there was no longer any sputtering;. 
This was the phosphorus match, the 
match with which we are so familiar. 


After the invention of the easily 


lighted phosphorus match there was no 
longer use for the dip-splint or the 
strike-a-light. The old methods of get- 
ting a blaze were gradually laiO aside 
and forgotten. 
The first phosphorus 


matches were sold at 25 cents a block — 
a block containing 140 matches— and 
they were used by but few. Now a hun- 
dred matches can be bought for a cent. 
It Is said that In the United States \\a 
use about 150,000.000,000 matches a year. 
This, on an average, is about 
matches a day for every person.

•wife lived together, says the 
New-

there is notice of the action served 
on the defendant only by publication 
and he does not enter an appearance 
the judgment will not stand Thei 
differ widely as to the legality of a 
decree obtained 
in 
another state 


when the defendant Chad been served 
and .put in an appearance. 


This decision, especially if it be at 


firmed by the full bench is a bomb 
shell in the large camp of those who 
Siave gone to South Dakota and othe 
states and obtained divorces there. A

many prominent homes in this coun 
try, and well might it, for the decls 
Jon is far-reaching and deads with 
one of the country's worst evils."

not join them, 
knocked 
down the 


guard with shovels, cutting his head 
badly. 
As he tell 
to rhe 
ground, 


stunned by the blows trom the heavy 
tcols they 
took 
his 
revolvei 
and 


made for the old beat landing, near 
the floating dry dock. 


The third prisoner stood perfectly 


stil! while all this was occurring, 


due of the yard guards, who got his 


eye on the escaping prisoners, fired 
two shots, which attracted the atten- 
tion of S-ergt. Leary. who iwas walk- 
ing past the officers' quarters. Leary 
immediately gave ehase and captured 
the prisoner3 at the landing, where 
they w ere about to get out 
on 
the 


river in one of the boats of the work- 
men.

they made no hesitation. 


While passing through

yard, 


Leary noticed one of the men reach- 
ing inside his jacket for the levolver 
which he had taken from 
the guard.
